Thornburg. members of the House, 
Frenk Moulton, of New York, and 
some others, accompanied by a 
goodly number of. ladies, arrived 
here at eight o’clock a. m. They 
were met atthe wharf by (Creneral 
Barry aud stati and Captain Woditino, 
Governor of the National Home, 
and at onee took carriages and drove 
into the Fort, where the trcops were 
paraded for review and inspection. 

General Barry, accompanied 
by General Sherman and = the 
Secretary of War proceeded — to 
inspect the troops.
